B y W i l l i a m H a r d . 
’ Is a repro ach to . us as a n atio n,” said President Ro o sevelt in his 
m essage o f last March, “ that In bo th State and federal legisla­ 
tio n we have a ffo rded less pro tectio n to bo th public and private 
em plo yees than any o ther industrial co untry in the wo rld.” 
In Germany, in the y ear 1904, there were 114 em plo yers' 
trade a c c ide n t-in s ta n c e asso ciatio ns built up. 
T h e m em bers o f 
these asso ciatio ns, in the ycifr 1$04, emplo yed so m e 17,500,000: 
wo rkmen. 
In o th e r wo rds, 17,500,000 G erm an wo rkmen, in the year in queS; 
tio m were pro tected against the co nsequences o f industrial accidents. 
C o m pensatio n was awarded, 
in 
the 
year 
1904, to $150,000 emplo yees 
who had been injured in the co urse o f the year. 
C o m pensatio n was also 
aw arded to so me 600,000 em plo yees who had been injured in previo us years, 
and who still rem ained to tally o r partially incapacitated. 
And, finally, co m ­ 
pensatio n was aw arded to so me 65,000 wido ws and to so m e 100,000 children 
o f dead accident victims. 
All this co st mo ney, altho ugh, o f co urse, in m ultitudes o f cases the acci­ 
dent was so slight and the resulting incapacitatio n so trifling that the co m ­ 
pensatio n aw arded was almo st no minal. 
Ho w ever, the to tal am o unt o f co m ­ 
pensatio n, in th e year 1904, reached $30,500,000. 
So m uch fo r accident-insuramce. 
No w to go fo r a m inute to slcknetw- 
lnsurance. 
In 1904 the Germ an “sick-clubs” aw arded co m pensatio n to the extent o f 
just abo ut $<60,250,000. 
But the G erm ans have a third fo rm o f Co mpulso ry Insurance, 
It is called 
lnvaliditv-insurance. 
It pro vides small pensio ns (very sm all) fo r wo rkmen 
who have beco m e perm anent Invalids thro ugh sickness, and fo r wo rkmen 
who have reached the age o f seventy. 
T he em plo yers pay half the prem ium s 
o f the invalfdity-insurance funds, and the em plo yees pay the o th er half.

H alf o f this co st, ro ughly speaking, fell o n the em plo yers o f 
Germany and the o ther half fell o n the w o rkm en.— Fro m Everybo dy's Maga­ 
zine.

T o register every blind perso n and keep the reco rd co ntinually 
revised, 
IT.—T o establish a central em plo ym ent agency and bureau 
o f info rmatio n, w here blind perso ns may m eet em plo yers and 
th e wo rk o f the blind may be kept o n *ale. 
III.—To find o ut by experim ent, and by co m paring the wo rk 
do ne in o ther co untries, w hat o ccupatio ns in each co mmunity 
will pro ve pro fitable fo r the blind. 
T his canno t be determ ined fo r all places 
by the experience o f o ne place. 
The em plo ym ent o f the blind must be guided 
by the principles o f business, by the co nditio ns o f the lo cal m arkets, by all 
th e facto rs w hich determ ine the pro fitableness o f any o ccupatio n. 
IV.—T o pro vide trained teachers o f intellectual and m echanical pursuits 
to visit the blind and teach them at ho me. 
It is better no t to bring to o m any 
o f the blind to g eth er into w o rksho ps and ho mes, but to keep them distributed 
thro ugho ut the co mmunity in which they m ust live 
Besides, many o f the 
adult blind, m en and wo man, have do m estic duties which m ake h e i r absence 
fro m ho m e fo r the who le o f fhe day Impo ssible o r undesirable. 
V.—iTo establish trust funds o r to secure regular 8tat« > o r municipal ap 
pro priatio n# to pro vide blind w o rkm en with m aterials fo r handiw o rk, o r with 
capital to start a small retail business 
VI.—To en list the interest o f trades-unio ns and m anufacturers In finding 
In facto ries pro cesses at which the blind can wo rk side bv side with the see­ 
ing. 
One great value o f this is to m ake the w o rkm anship and the capabilities 
o f the blind fam iliar to all so ciety. 
At preseDt, fo r a blind man to go a bo at

ent law.

Springfield. 111., Dec. 23.— According 
to a bulletin by the state board of 
health, of the 31,443 deaths in Illinois 
during the first half of the p resent 
year, 
3.7S6 
were from 
tuberculosis. 
From only one other cause were there 
more deaths, 4,117 from p neumonia. 
The rate of death is 11.19 p er cent of 
each 1,009 of p opulation. 
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
